Aprit 20, 1888, 
81n,—Now that the Caryo-Bout people 
have atrack work, and withdrawn’ into 
Chinese waters, it ts devoutly tobe hoped 
that the Colonial Govertiment will reso- 
lutoly maintain a ' no-surrender’ policy, in 
any atrangemant herciftur to be made with 
them a een 
Whatover divergence of views may oxist 
* smongat tho public, ay to the pelicy of the 
Government, there carronly be one opinion 
as to the: uaruly. and insubordinate ohar- 
acter of the special class of peoplo they havo 
now to deal with, 

These quatities are only too well known 
to that section of the’ Community, who 
employ and maintain this sinall Mercantile 
Fleet and-Army, whieh for the line being 
have turned aguinst those who give them 
bread. 

Fortunately at no poriod in tho history of 
this Golony have moro facilities oxisted for 
succesafully coping with a Cargo-Boat strike 
than at present, as instanced in the aplendid 
wharves and warehouse accommodation of 
the Godewu Company, and the larzo num- 
bers af private lighters aud lanuches now 
in’ existence in this Harbour,—whilat in 
case of grout public necussity there ia no 
very strong reason why the Lighters and 
Barges of the Ordnance, Commissariat, and 
‘Transport Departments might. not be loaned 
to reputable firms or individuals requiring 
temporary ussistance for’ cvaling, or'carso 
purposcs. 

Howevor regrctable the prosnt unsatis- 
factory state of alluirs imay be, it wust be 
borne in mind, that the Government are in
